ARE TIMES BETTER? 

Is there a something in the air that seems to indicate 
better times? It is many months since anyone, great or 
small, has suggested that the worst may be over. But of 
late, one hears the comment “Times seem to be a little 
brisker.” If it were only the Babsons of the land who gee 
the dawn of a better day, one would not take much heed. 
But when the observation comes from the small town 
business man, it may mean something. 

The lift in the skies may of course, be only seasonal 
and of no permanence. On the other hand, it is just 
possible that the faint ripple in industrial life may be a 
real break in the stagnation which has held business for 
almost three years. 

The Canadian dollar is worth more than for many 
months, which is regarded as a hopeful sign. 

There has been mental and spiritual value at least in 
the result of the Imperial Conference. Unemployed are 
having a measure of temporary work, and the representa¬ 
tions of unemployed conditions have been placed so stroqg 
ly before the Dominion Government that sofnething bene¬ 
ficial may result, aside from maintenance of mere exist¬ 
ence. 

Then there are the immediate prospects from a rural 
standpoint. Cream, butter and eggs are slowly rising iri 
price. Wheat, although still at zero mark, is likely to 
prove an abundant, good quality crop. Labor is obtain¬ 
able at less money even than last year. Necessity and in¬ 
genuity have combined to harvest the crop at minimum 
cost. # 

In the towns there is evident a stir in business. There 
is still no disposition to buy much but necessities but ev¬ 
en these mount up in aggregate. The general feeling is 
solider than for many months past. In a larger way, trav¬ 
ellers over the country, have been cheered by the better 
spirit prevailing in all trade circles in the past few weeks. 

It is just possible that we have come to the epd of the 
thorny path, and may emerge on a smoother highway. 
The majority of people however, are timid in expectancy. 
Hopes have been unfulfilled so often in the past few 
years, that no one dares speak definitely or assuredly of 
the future. The most that one can actually hear is the 
half-awed, half incredulous whisper “Is it possible that 
times are better?” , „ 

It is beginning to seem so—not in actual evidence but 
in the air. 

DEPRESSION COST 

Those provokingly cheery souls who maintain that the 
depression is good for us all, surely do not check closely 
on the many tragedies traceable to existing conditions. 
The depression may have its uses in bringing out the men- 
-fc°l a nd physical resistance to trouble of human beings just 
as war proves a certain capacity for suffering. But why 
should suffering and trouble, for which the majority of 
people are not responsible, be so “good for us.” Life 
would be a meangingles3 and pitiful affair, if every de¬ 
pression and every war were accepted meekly and un- 
questioningly as just another cross to bear. There is no 
virtue in suffering, if it is not merited, and the consequen¬ 
ces of the past few years have been visited on many who 
were doing their best, and who had no remotest responsi¬ 
bility for contributory causes. Possibly those who have 
had least responsibility have been the ones to suffer most 
seriously. 

This period of depression has taken a serious toll of 
lives, amongst those who have been caught in a net from 
which they could see no way out. Perhaps because Dr. 
Wamock was known and greatly respected in this district, 


he stands out as a tragic example of one who paid with 
his life for circumstances which he could not combat. Ev¬ 
ery day there are records of similar tragedies, and it 
speaks volumes for the stamina of human beings that 
there are not more. 

It is said that the depression is lifting and that times 
will slowly return to higher level. It is to be hoped that 
if this is true, people will not too quickly forget what the 
past three years have cost in lives, in sanity, in orderly 
normal standards of living. It is only through a preven¬ 
tion of a similar depression, that the present can ever be 
reckoned as “good for us.” 

PARENT AND PUPIL . 

In an open letter from the High School fetaff of Pincher 
Creek to parents and pupils of the district, the following 
advice is given as a guide for achievement during the 
term. It applies with equal effect to all districts. 

1. If a pupil is absent for a day he not only misses the 
day’s teaching, but makes the reception of the next les¬ 
sons more difficult, and may even hold up the rest of the 
class by being out of step. We appeal to parents to at 
once notify us of the probable extent of any absence, so 
that we can try to arrange some method of minimizing 
the work which the pupil is missing. 

2. If the pupil is to take full advantage of the teach¬ 
ing he receives, he mdst make his contribution by doing 
lessons at home regularly and intelligently. A pupil is 
unlikely to be keeping up unless he maintains an average 
of two hours per night, and more later in the term. Pupils 
are asked to submit a statement of the home work of the 
previous jyeek each Monday morning. Parents might take 
an interest in this schedule, and might bear in mind that 
homework improves if done at regular time, in regular 
place, without such distractions as radio. Home work is not 
done at school in spare periods. Pupils have other work 
set for these periods. If a pupil seems to hav e too many 
lessons or too few, parents minght kindly consult us. r 

3. Education is more than preparing for a written test 
and we want to help pupils select their life work and to 
prepare themselves. Without asking for any premature 
final decisions, we would appreciate it if parents discussed 
with their children, the question of post-school career. 

4. The school has a contribution to make in training 
pupils to use leisure wisely and grow into good citizen¬ 
ship. Both work and leisure should contribute to the de¬ 
velopment of a well balanced personality. Therefore we 
nope that home and school may co-operate in building 
habits of intelligent reading of newspapers, magazines 
and more serious books, and indiscriminating enjoyment 
of picture house and radio. We would like our pupils to 
see their games, music and social intercourse as part of 
the same training of which the more formal part occurs 
in school. This will only come about with the encourage¬ 
ment and guidance which we ask parents to share with 


VAX COLLECTIONS 

The collection of taxes in municipal districts has bff^ 
come vitally necessary in order that school may be kept 
open. There are,other necessities of municipal govern¬ 
ment, but the major and most immediate burden is the 
continuance of school facilities. This problem is demand- 
mg drastic measures in some districts, in order that col¬ 
lections may be made. 

Although reluctant to cause distress to anyone, the 
Councillors of the districts are obliged to fulfil the duties 
for which they were elected to office, and to raise suffic¬ 
ient funds that children may attend school. The methods 
adopted should rouse neither personal enmity nor hostility 
but should be accepted as a necessity of the times. 

There is no doubt that over a period of years there has 
been considerable laxity in tax collections. Many who 
were able to pay in the good years, failed to do so. The 
result is a. burden of arrears that puts any municipal dis¬ 
trict in poor financial standing, and makes it difficult if 
not impossible, for the governing body to finance. 

This year conditions have reached such a point that 
collections must be made if schools are to keep open. No 
taxpayers but feel that their children piust have school 
privileges Therefore, it is the duty'of every taxpayer 

to view the matter of tax collecting fairly, and make 

some substantial pryment on his taxes. Only in this way

The following from the Nor West 
Farmer gives an idea of treatment 
for thistle infested land. 

The man whose crop has been bad 
with Canada thistle this year ought 
to play fair with his neighbors and 
stop trying to grow wheat on thistle 
infested land. Fall or spring plow 
the thistle stubble and seed oats or 
60-day barley fairly early in the 
spring. One should watch for Can¬ 
ada thistle after the crop is sown, 
because it is often possible to run a 
rod weeder over the land shallow just 
before the crop comes up if the thist¬ 
les show first. Most years haying or 
cutting for green feed can be started 
by the first week in August at least 
so that the feed can be stacked and 
the thistle land plowed before harvest 
One must keep in mind that they are 
killing thistles and may have to sac¬ 
rifice a little feed tonage. Tne beard¬ 
less 60 day barley makes a good hay 
if cut after it heads out the fore part 
of July. 

Although flowering time in Aug¬ 
ust is the weak point in the life of 
the Canada thistle, mowing or plow¬ 
ing at this stage does not usually 
eradicate it, but may severely check 
it so that subsequent cultivation may 
completely destroy this pest. In fact, 
most farmers report that a better kill 
is obtained by August plowing after 
a crop of 60 day beardless barley or 
oats for greenfeed is taken off follow¬ 
ed by cultivations the same fall, than 
j is obtained by the black summerfal¬ 
lowing. 

The obvious thing for the man with 
a few scattered patches of Canada 
thistle in his field is to work them 
separately and to put extra work on 
these spots. The man who cuts a 
patch of thistles out of his crop is 
j soving himself future trouble and 
work. Off part days after the cro'pj 
I is cut gives one a chance to plow or 
I cultivate these patches. Thistles 
I along the fence or other in other such 
[places are most easily treated with 
.chlorate weed poisons at the rate of 
1 % to" 2 lbs. per 100 sq. feet. Besides 
! killing the tops the greatest effect of 
! these poisons seems to be a steriliza- 
i tion, of the top soil which prevents 
I new shoots from coming up and thus 
l the plant is exhausted. All practical 
and experimental evidence indicates 
that the Canada thistle has to be 
starved out.

HINTS FOR THE 

HOUSEHOLD 

Some Rules for Berry Pies 

1. In lining pie pan, be sure and 
lift pastry from edges and press 
down again with back of hand to 
eliminate air. 

2 Fqr juicy pies be sure and 
sprinkle flour over bottom crust bel 
fore adding-fruit. 

3 Start pie in a very hot oven. 

4 After about 10 minutes or 
when crust is firm and starts to 
brown—turn down oven and bake 
slowly. 

5 Let a fruit pie bake thoroughly. 

6 Do not let fruit pies boil at any 
time. 

Angel Food Cake 

1 full cup of egg whites; % tea¬ 
spoon of cream of tartar; 1% cups of 
granulated sugar; 1 cup of Swans 
Down flour; M teaspoon of salt; van 
ilia. 

Method: Have everything ready be¬ 
fore you begin. Use same cup for 
all measurements. Sift sugar 6 
times. Sift flour 5 times. Then— 
beat eggs until foamy but not stiff. 
Add cream of tartar and beat until 
stiff. Fold in sugar very slowly. Add 
flavoring. Fold in flour very slowly. 
Pour in tin. Bake in slow oven 50 to 
60 minutes. 

Grape • Jelly 

6 pounds of grapes; 3 cups of wa¬ 
ter; 1 pound of sugar to each pint of 
juice. , - 

Method: Crush grapes. Pour. the 
water over them. Boil together 30 
minutes. Strain juice through jelly 
bag. Add 1 pound of sugar to each 
pint of juice. Mix well, Cork. When 
this comes to a boil—boil 20 minutes, 
take from fire and pour immediately 
into jelly glasses. Seal with paraffin. 

Stuffed Flank Steak 

Slice of flank steak, about 1 pound; 
seasoning (including, onions and car¬ 
rots); 1 cup of boiling water. 

Method: Spread dressing over meat 
Roll it up and tie together. Place? 
sliced carrots and onions in bottom of 
baking dish. Place meat on top of 
this and suet on top of meat. Pour 
boiling water over this. Cover and 
cook 20 minutesm hot oven. Then 
uncover and cook 30 minutes in a 
moderate oven. Make pan gravy. 

Swiss Steak 

Round steak, about 2 inches thick; 
little flour; little onion; boiling water. 

Method: Pound plenty of flour well 
into each side of steak. Brown the 
meat well in hot bacon fat in skillet 
Add a little onion—cut up. 

SHOULD HAVE ADVERTISED

POINTS ON 

HOG FEEDING 

The big thing for the hog feeder to 
keep in mind, according to the Do¬ 
minion Animal Husbandman at Ot¬ 
tawa, is “the feeder needs the frame 
but the packer wants the finish”; 
and the ideal type which sells as the 
“select” bacon hog must have both. 
Grow the frame first. Never ' feed 
more than pigs will clean up; over¬ 
feeding, particularly of heavy or un¬ 
balanced rations, causes unthriftiness 
which in turn is the common cause of 
short, thick pigs. For the first four 
months the pig should clean his 
trough and look for more.

Indian Agent Ryckman of the 
Blackfoot Reserve east of Calgary, 
states that the reservation has $2,- 
225,000 in the bank receiving $115,- 
000 interest annually. 

One thousand dollars was paid out 
in wages to the men who were em¬ 
ployed in fighting the forest fire 
which occurred just south of Cole¬ 
man in August Last year the fires 
in this district cost over $11,000.

Contemplating such a prospect 
Calgary and Edmonton shudder. It 
is likely that they may ask that the 
date of transient ban be extended to 
October 20.
